But  Bruno  has  decided  to.  wait  a 
few  days  until  the  best  legal  way  of 
bringing  about  Recanati’s  removal  is 
found. .During  this  period  Bruno  is 
likely  to,seek  advice 'from  Attomesy- 
Generafr/osef  Harish. 

The  governor  and  the  centra]  bank 
refused  to  comment  on  the  interview 
given  Friday  by  Recanati,  in  which 
the  Discount  boss  underlined  his 
refusal  to  comply  with  the  ^recom¬ 
mendations  of  the  Bejski  com  mis- 
sion.  The;  panel  ./Investigating  the 
manipulation,  of  bank  shares  found 
him  unfit  to  occupy  any  .  managing 
position  in  the  Israeli  banking  sys¬ 
tem.  . 

On  Friday  Bruno  met  for  the  first 
time  since  his  appointment  with  Fi¬ 
nance  Minister  Moshe  Nissrro.  Also 
attending  wasEmmanuel  Sharon, 
the  Treasury's  director-general^  .  . 

The  ministry  said  the  govenor  and 
the  minister  had  discussed  the  imple¬ 
mentation  of  the  .Bejski  recom¬ 
mendations,  and  had.  decided  that 
Bruno  would  participate  in  the  min- 


isterial  team  that  is  to  deal  with  the 
matter.  But  this  committee  is  not 
due  to  meet  for  another  two  weeks, 
Treasury  sources  said. 

.  According  to  high-ranking 
.  sources  Bruno  has  decided  to  wait 
for  afew  days  before  deciding  how  to 
fire  Recanati.  He  may  base  himself 
:  oil  article  8(d)  of  the  Banking  Ordi¬ 
nance,  in  accordance  with  the  re¬ 
commendations  of  the  Bejski  com¬ 
mission.  If  he  chooses  to  act  in  this 
way,  he  would  appoint  an  adminis¬ 
trator  for  the  bank  and  suspend 
Recanati  for  a  period  of  three 
months. 

That  may  entail  a  lengthy  legal 
fight  with  Discount's  lawyers, 
beaded  by  former  justice  minister 
Haim  Zadok,  over  the  interpret  a- 
•don  of  article  8(d)  andits  applicabil¬ 
ity  in  Recan ati’s  case. 

Alternatively,  Bruno  may  decide 
to  wait  until  the  bill  which  the  Knes¬ 
set  State:  Control  Committee  is  to 
introduce  tomorrow  completes  its 
passage.  The  bill  grants  the  governor 
the.  necessary  powers  to  fire  any 
rebellious  banker  who  insists  on  de¬ 
fying  the  findings  and  recommenda¬ 
tions  of  an  inquiry  commission. 

.  The  government  seems  split  over 
the  issue.  Energy  Minister  Moshe 
Shaba!  has  been  critical  of  a  situation 
in  which,  while  the  public  debate 
over  the  Bejski  report  and  Recana-

ti's  refusal  to  quit  is  in  foil  swing,  the 
government  has  yet  to  take  a  stand. 

Communications  Minister 
Amnon  Rubinstein  is  among  the 
group  of  ministers  pressing  foir  full 
implementation  of  the  personnel  re¬ 
commendations  of  the  Bejski  report, 
while  Science  and  Technology 
Minister  Gideon  Part  this  weekend 
reiterated  his  support  for  Recanati 
and  for  Discount's  position.  Part 
termed  foe  report's  recommenda¬ 
tions  “exaggerated"  and  said  that  he 


was  opposed  to  their  implementa¬ 
tion. 

Appearing  on  television  on  Friday 
night,  Recanati  threatened  that  his 
family  would  abandon  the  manage¬ 
ment  and  ownership  of  the  bank  if  he 
was  forced  to  resign.  Recanati  said 
that  the  recommendation  had  hurt 
both  his  and  foe  country's  reputa¬ 
tion. 

In  his  first  public  statement  since 
foe  Bejski  commission  published  its 
findings  two  months  ago,  he  de¬ 
scribed  the  bank  as  “the  representa¬ 
tive  of  the  Israeli  private  sector.'* 

The  commission  recommended 
that  foe  heads  of  the  banks  involved 
in  foe  share  manipulation  resign  or 
be  dismissed,  and  disqualified  them 
from  serving  in  any  managing  posi¬ 
tion  in  the  banking  system.  Except 
for  Recanati  all  the  other  bankers 
concerned  have  resigned. 

Recanati  said  he  had  never 
claimed  that  Discount  was  a  private 
bank.  “The  media  just  invented 
that.  Bank  Discount  is  a  public  bank, 
privately  managed,"  be  said. 

Nevertheless,  he  insisted  that  Dis¬ 
count  could  not  be  compared  to 
Bank  Leumi,  Bank  Hapoalim  or 
Bank  Mizrahi,  which  are  owned  and 
controlled  by  public  Indies.  “The 
implementation  of  the  Bejski  report 
recommendations  will  not  cause 
Hevrat  Ha'Ovdim,  the  formal  owner 


of  Bank  Hapoalim.  to  abandon  foe 
management  of  the  bank,  and  simi¬ 
larly  in  the  case  of  Bank  Discount, 
the  Recanati  family,  of  which  I  am 
head,  cannot  relinquish  foe  posi¬ 
tion."  he  said. 

It  was  Pan  and  fellow-LiberaJ  par¬ 
ty  minister  Yitzhak  Moda'i  who  first 
raised  foe  “private  bank"  issue  in 
statements  made  several  weeks  ago. 

The  banker  stated  that  his  deci¬ 
sion  need  not  lead  to  a  showdown 
with  rhe  government  or  with  Bruno. 
“There  will  be  no  clash.  We  have 
simply  rejected  foe  recommenda¬ 
tions  of  the  Bejski  commission,"  he 
added. 

But  despite  his  remarks,  most 
observers  see  Recanati 's  statement 
as  bound  to  lead  to  a  showdown 
between  foe  governor  and  the  bank¬ 
er.  According  to  foe  recommenda¬ 
tions.  Bruno  must  now,  in  the  face  of 
Recanati's  refusal  to  resign,  appoint 
an  administrator  for  foe  bank.  Bru¬ 
no  has  already  stated  he  will  insist  on 
full  implementation  of  the  inquiry's 
recommendations. 

Recanati  said  that  any  attempt  to 
force  him  to  resign  would  be  tanta¬ 
mount  to  trying  to  injure  his  family. 
“I  am  the  head  of  the  family.  Any 
attempt  to  harm  me  would  harm  foe 
entire  family."  be  said.

U.S.  expels  Soviet  diplomat 
on  charges  of  espionage 


WASHINGTON  (AP). -The  expul¬ 
sion  of  foe  Soviet  Embassy’s  top  air 
force  attache1  for  allegedly 'frying  to 
steal  secret  ILSt documents  should 
not  prompt  the  Soviets  to  retaliate 
against  American  diplomats  in  Mos¬ 
cow,  a  State  Department  official  said 
Friday.:  .  .  _  .. 

The  expulsion  was  ordered  Friday, 
after  Col.  Vladimir  'Izmaylov  was 
taken  into  custody  by  the  FBI.  ‘ 

FBI  officials 'raid  Izmaylov's  cap¬ 
ture  late  Thursday  was  just  one  ex¬ 
ample  of  the  operation  run  by 
Soviet  military  intelligence,  known 
as  foe  GRU,  which  has  operatives 
attached  to  the.  Soviet  Embassy  in 


Washington  and  is  the  military  coun- 
terpartto  the  Soviet  KGB  spy  agen¬ 
cy-  . 

The  State  Department  has 
ordered  Izmaylov’s  expulsion.  A  de¬ 
partment  spokesman  told  reporters 
Friday  that  Izmaylov  was  expected 
to  leave  soon,  but  provided  no  de¬ 
tails. 

Meanwhile,  the  Polish  state  televi¬ 
sion  on  >  Friday  night  accused  an 
American  diplomat  of  spying.  It 
showed  a  videotape  of  the  diplomat, 
.  Stephen  Mull,  meeting  with  a  man  it 
identified  as  Jacek  Leskow,  a  former 
member  of  the  Solidarity  Students 
•  Union  from  the  southern  dty  of 
Wroclow. 


Harish  to  meet  Peres,  Shamir 
before  deciding  on  GSS  probe

Attorney-general  Yosef  Harish  is 
due  to  meet  today  and  tomorrow 
with  Prime  Minister  Peres,  Foreign 
Minister  Shamir  and  Justice  Minister 
Moda'i  before  deciding  on  foe  future 
handling  of  the  General  Security 
Service  affair. 

Harish  is  obliged  by  law  to  consult 
with  these  ministers  before  making 
up  his  mind.  He  has  already  indi¬ 
cated  that  he  intends  to  set  in  motion 
some  sort  of  investigation  into  foe 
affair.  . 

Peres,  Moda’i  and  Shamir  have  all 
indicated  that  they  reluctantly  sup¬ 
port  this,  though  Shamir  remains 
opposed  to  a  full-scale  judicial  com¬ 
mission  of  inquiry  and  to  a  police 
investigation.  Beyond  indicating 
that  any  investigation  ultimately 
launched  must  be  secret.  Feres  and 


Moda'i  have  not  indicated  their  pre¬ 
ferences. 

This  weekend,  two  inner  cabinet 
ministers  spoke  out  in  favour  of  a 
full-scale  inquiry.  Deputy  Premier 
Navon  said  that  Israel's  security 
would  be  damaged  if  there  was  no 
thorough  inquiry.  And  Police  Minis¬ 
ter  Haim  Bar-Lev,  who  has  repe¬ 
atedly  said  that  the  police  are  cap¬ 
able  of  conducting  an  efficient,  sec¬ 
ret  inquiry,  also  supported  an  inves¬ 
tigation. 

Communications  Minister 
Amnon  Rubinstein  said  that  a  judi¬ 
cial  commission  of  inquiry  would  be 
in  order. 

On  Friday,  Harish  defended  foe 
prime  minister  and  the  chief  of  foe 
GSS,  Avraham  Shalom,  in  the  High 
Court  of  Justice  where  he  answered 
a  petition  by  a  former  senior  GSS 
officer,  Rafi  Malka. 


Malka  was  recently  dismissed 
from  the  organization  following  his 
complaint  to  former  attorney- 
general  Yitzhak  Zamir  against  Sha¬ 
lom.  Together  with  two  other  GSS 
officers,  Malka  alleged  that  Shalom 
had  ordered  the  killing  of  two  cap¬ 
tured  Arab  terrorists  in  1984  and  had 
subsequently  organized  a  cover-up 
of  foe  affair,  involving  perjury  and 
falsification  of  evidence,  before  two 
investigative  bodies  and  an  internal 
GSS  disciplinary  court.  It  is  this 
allegation  that  is  at  the  heart  of  foe 
GSs  affair. 

Malka  has  petitioned  the  High 
Court  seeking  his  own  reinstatement 
and  Shalom's  suspension. 

Although  foe  court  declared  the 
fonr-and-a-half-hour  session  secret, 
it  is  understood  that  Harish  argued 
against  Shalom’s  suspension,  at  least

Beirut  Shi’ites  release 
two  French  hostages 


DAMASCUS  (AP).  -  Philippe 
Rochot  and  Georges  Hansen,  two 
French  hostages  released  by  their 
Shi'ite  Moslem  kidnappers  in  Beirut 
were  welcomed  in  Paris  by  French 
Premier  Jacques  Chirac  last  night 
after  flying  from  Damascus  in  a 
French  government  jet  on  the  last 
leg  of  their  journey  to  freedom. 

Before  they  took  off  in  the  Mys- 
tere  20  executive  jet  sent  by  Chirac 
to  bring  them  home,  Syrian  Foreign 
Minister  Farouk  al-Sharaa  pledged 
to  spare  no  effort  to  secure  the 
release  of  18  other  foreigner*  held 
hostage  in  Lebanon. 

The  release  of  Rochot,  39,  and 
Hansen,  45,  around  midnight  on 
Friday  buoyed  hopes  that  some  of 
foe  seven  other  Frenchmen  held  cap¬ 
tive  by  extremist  factions  in  Lebanon 
may  soon  be  freed. 


Chirac's  government  is  conduct¬ 
ing  intensive  efforts  to  free  its  other 
captive  nationals  believed  held  by 
Shi’ite  extremists  loyal  to  Iran’s  re¬ 
volutionary  Ayatollah  Ruhollah 
Khomeini. 

Syrian  President  Hafez  Assad's 
government  played  a  key  role  in 
mediating  the  release  of  Rochot  and 
Hansen,  the  correspondent  and 
cameraman  of  a  four-man  French 
television  crew  kidnapped  by  Shi'ite 
gunmen  in  Moslem  West  Beirut  on 
March  8. 

Chirac  thanked  Iran.  Svria  and 
Algeria  for  securing  the  men’s  re¬ 
lease. 

All-out  dashes  raged  yesterday 
between  Shi'ite  Moslem  militiamen 
and  Palestinian  guerrillas  fighting 
for  control  of  West  Beirut’s  three 
refugee  camps.  Police  said  five  peo¬ 
ple  had  been  killed  and  15  wounded. 


Anti-violence  activist  fires 
in  air  to  escape  haredi  mob

The  chairman  of  a  Jerusalem  com¬ 
mittee  against  ultra-Orthodox  vio¬ 
lence,  Abraham  Fritzi,  fired  his  pis¬ 
tol  in  foe  air  yesterday  after  his  car 
had  been  surrounded  by  an  enraged 
crowd  of  haredim  in  Rehov  Yosef 
Ben-Mattityahu  (near  foe  Geula 
quarter).  Fritzi  was  extricated  by  foe 
police  who  detained  him  for  ques¬ 
tioning. 

At  about  2  p.m.  a  crowd  of  ultra- 
Orthodox  men  had  blocked  the 
street  with  garbage  carts.  Fritzi,  who 
drove  to  foe  area  at  730  p.m.,  was 
stopped  by  foe  roadblock  and  his  car 
surrounded  by  a  crowd  of  the  ultra- 
Orthodox  men.  It  was  then,  he  later 
told  police,  that  he  had  shot  in  foe  au¬ 
to  scare  the  men,  but  the  enraged 
crowd  merely  tightened  the  circle 
around  his  vehicle. 

As  the  police  moved  in  to  evacu¬ 
ate  Fritzi,  foe  crowd  stoned  him  and 
foe  officers  and  Fritzi’s  Mercedes's 
windscreen  was  shattered. 

In  a  first  investigation  of  the  inci¬ 


dent,  the  haredim  claimed  that  they 
had  dosed  the  street  after  a  passing 
car  had  hit  one  of  their  children. 

But  police  sources  refused  to  con¬ 
firm  that  version ,  and  a  senior  officer 
said  that  foe  “accident  story”  might 
have  been  an  excuse  for  closing  yet 
another  street  on  foe  Sabbath. 

No  one  was  hurt  in  foe  incident 
and  Fritzi  was  later  released. 

Fritzi  is  understood  to  have  had  a 
series  of  run-ins  with  foe  ultra- 
Orthodox.  His  car  has  twice  been  set 
on  fire  near  his  home  in  foe  capital's 
Nahla’ot  neighbourhood.  After 
learning  of  the  second  incident,  a 
rabbi  from  the  ultra-Orthodox  com¬ 
munity  personally  bought  him  a  new 
car. 

In  another  inddent  during  the 
Sabbath,  obscene  posters  were  post¬ 
ed  on  bus-stop  shelters  on  a  Jeru¬ 
salem  street.  Residents  called  the 
police,  but  when  officers  arrived ,  the 
pictures  had  been  removed. 

A  swastika  was  also  painted  on  a 
building  in  the  dty.

The  row  empted  over  a  booklet 
critical  of  the  activities  of  the  agency 
and  the  World  Zionist  Organization. 

The1  storm  was  stirred  .  up  by  the 


decision  of  Hoffberger  to  ensure  that 
all  foe  more  than  500  participants  in 
the  week-long  meeting  get  a  copy  of 
foe  pamphlet. 

The  36-page  booklet  contains  a 
reprint  of  a  series  of  articles  criticiz¬ 
ing  Jewish  Agency  operations,  writ¬ 
ten  by  Jerusalem  journalist  Charles 
Hoffman  for  the  Baltimore  Jewish 
Times  weekly  magazine  and  Detroit 
Jewish  News  weekly  newspaper. 
Hoffman,  a  member  of  The  Jeru¬ 
salem  Fosr  editorial  staff,  has  written 
a  similar,  but  not  identical,  series  for 
The  Post. 

The  bookletis  illustrated  with  car¬ 
toons  by  Gioia  Carmi  which  have 
aroused  the  wrath  of  Agency  Execu¬ 
tive  members  and  others  who  have 
seen  them.  The  cartoons  originally 
illustrated  Hoffman’s  series  in. foe 
Baltimore  paper.  One  cartoon 
shows  the  Temple  candelabrum, 
which  is  Israel’s  state  emblem,  up¬ 
side  down.  A  hand  stuffs  $20  bills 
into  the  open  base,  as  into  a  meal- 
grinder,  and  Israelis,  including  some 
in  bRwsktic  garb,  chase  dollars  falling 
from  the  branches  at  the  bottom. 

When  WZO  Executive  members 
arrived  for  a  preliminary  meeting 
Friday  morning,  they  found  copies 
of  the  booklet  at  each  place.  No  one 
know  who  had  distributed  them,  but 


executive  chairman  Arye  Dulzin 
said  that  earlier  in  the  week  Hoffber¬ 
ger  had  told  him  to  put  the  booklet  in 
each  delegate's  kit. 

Dulzin  said  he  had  declined  to  do 
so. 

He  told  77ie  Post  last  night  that  the 
pamphlet  was  “the  tales  of  Hoffman 
with  Stuermer-type  illustrations.’’ 
Stuermer  was  a  Nazi  newspaper. 

Yitzhak  Meir,  NRP  member  of 
the  executive,  told  The  Post:  “These 
are  the  most  insulting  cartoons  I’ve 
ever  seen  regarding  the  State  of 
Israel,  Zionism  and  religious  Jewry. 
They’re  worse  than  Stuermer  be¬ 
cause  they  were  drawn  by  a  Jew  and, 
.apparently,  an  Israeli.'* 

Uri  Gordon,  Labour  member  on 
the  executive,  said:  ‘'This  is  literally 
anti-Semitic,  and  no  way  to  cany  on 
a  partnership”  (between  Israelis  and 
American  fundraisers). 

Most  executive  members  are  thre¬ 
atening  to  boycott  the  Assembly  and 
even  resign  unless  Hoffberger  apolo¬ 
gizes.  Some  are  also  demanding  his 
immediate  resignation. 

.  The  booklet,  printed  on  high- 
quality  paper,  carries  no  indication 
of  who  had  it  printed.  But  The  Post 
has  learned  that  foe  money  was 
provided  by  Henry  Everett,  an  ar-

20  terror  suspects  held  1

Security  forces  on  Friday  arrested 
20  suspected  members  of  a  terrorise 
gang  during  a  sweep  of  the  Shu’afat 
refugee  camp  north  of  Jerusalem.

Nehamkin  urges  Israeli  firms 
to  make  use  of  Arab  market

NAZARETH.  -  Israeli  firms  do  not 
fully  appreciate  the  size  and  poten¬ 
tial  of  the  Arab  market  right  on  their 
doorstep.  Agriculture  Minister 
Aryeh  Nehamkin  told  The  Jerusalem 
Post  on  Friday. 

Nehamkin  was  visiting  an  exhibi¬ 
tion  of  Israeli-made  products  held  at 
the  YMCA  here.  The  trade  fair  was 
the  first  of  its  kind  to  be  held  in  the 
Arab  sector. 

Nehamkin  maintained  that  the 
■country’s  700,000  Arabs-offered  a 
large  and  potentially  lucrative  mar¬ 
ket  whose  buying  power  had  in¬ 
creased  recently. 

Arab  purchasing  habits  have 
changed  in  recent  years,  moving 
away  from  the  traditional  “corner- 
shop”  mentality,  and  the  market  is 
now  more  open  to  new  products, 
Nehamkin  believes. 

“Apart  from  the  made  benefits 
there  is  nothing  better  than  trade  to 
help  relations  and  establish  new  con¬ 
nections  between  Arabs  and  Jews. 
Trade  is  even  better  than  politics,” 
he  added. 

The  exhibition,  organized  by  the 
Middle  East  Trade  Company, 
opened  on  Wednesday  night  and  is 
to  continue  until  tonight.  Taking 
part  are  some  40  firms,  exhibiting  a 
wide  range  of  goods  from  food  pro¬ 
ducts  to  household  items  and  agri¬ 
cultural  equipment. 

Thousands  hve  already  visited  the 
exhibition,  many  bringing  their  chil¬ 


dren  for  a  “njght  out”  in  a  town  that 
offers  little  other  entertainment.

Financial  troubles  dominate 
Hebrew  U.  Governors’  meet

The  financial  crisis  in  higher 
education  in  general  and  the  Hebrew 
University  in  particular  dominated 
last  week’s  armnal  meeting  of  the 
university’s  board  of  governors.  The 
board  is  to  hold  a  special  meeting  in 
two  months  to  discuss  ways  of  deal¬ 
ing  with  the  university’s  SIS  million 
deficit,  acccumulated  over  the  last 
three  years  because  of  drastic  cuts  in 
government  support. 

At  Thursday's  convocation,  at 
which  Ph.D.s  and  honorary  docto¬ 
rates  were  awarded,  a  Ph.D.  reci¬ 
pient  in  political  science  warned  that 
the  years  of  effort  put  into  graduate 
studies  “will  be  wasted”  for  many 
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of  sophisticated  industry  in  Israel, 
with  jobs  for  technological  profes¬ 
sionals,  was  to  foster  a  stable  eco¬ 
nomy,  Fischer  said.  This  meant  sig¬ 
nificant  budget  cuts  and  improved 
balance  of  payments,  not  a  project 
which  would  bring  abont  the  exact 
opposite. 

On  the  same  radio  programme. 
Defence  Minister  Yitzhak  Rabin 
said  industrial  interests  in  the  U.S. 
were  behind  the  opposition  to  the 
Lavi,  though  45  per  cent  of  the 
research  and  development— and  half 
the  production  -  would  be  done  in 
the  U.S.

Czechs  to  publish  more  Kafka  letters 


PRAGUE  (AFP).  -  Previously  un¬

Dagmar  Tenorova.  from  a 
collector  of  old  documents  who  ac¬ 
quired  them  in  a  job  lot  about  12 
years  ago  from  an  old  lady. 

The  correspondence  has  been 
bought  by  the  Czechoslovak  govern¬ 
ment  and  will  be  exhibited  soon  in 
the  Strahov  Museum  in  Prague. 


Saudi  aid  can’t  cover  cracks  in  Syrian  economy 


PARIS.  -  Despite  the  Saudi  aid  that 
Syria  received  at  the  beginning  of 
1986,  Syria  has  been  unable  to 
camouflage  the  cracks  in  its  eco¬ 
nomy.  The  paper  A-Taliaa  al - 
Abariya  reports  that  in  an  attempt  to 
repair  the  economy,  Riyadh  has  re¬ 
cently  given  Damascus  an  additional 
$700  million,  equivalent  to  one-fifth 


of  total  Saudi  aid  to  all  “friendly" 
countries.  The  aid  is  also  dose  to  5 
per  cent  of  the  Syrian  GNP,  accord¬ 
ing  to  1983  figures,  and  more  than 
one-third  of  its  foreign  debts,  $2.35 
billion,  this  year. 

Syria's  foreign  currency  reserves 
are  now  down  to  S50  million,  com¬ 
pared  to  $3.5  billion  in  the  past. 


CAPE  TOWN  (AFP).  -  South  Afri¬ 
ca  yesterday  placed  further  gags  on 
anti-apartheid  groups  and  the  media 
around  Cape  Town,  following  the 
approval  on  Friday  of  two  bills  giving 
the  authorities  sweeping  new  secur¬ 
ity  powers  throughout  the  country 
on  a  permanent  basis. 

However,  national  police  chief 
Johann  Coetzee  said  journalists  could 
now  visit  black  townships,  although 
he  added  that  a  ban  on  all  unautho¬ 
rized  reports  of  unrest  or  security 
force  actions  anywhere  remained  in 
force. 

The  government's  Bureau  of  In¬ 
formation.  sole  authorized  source 
for  newsmen  under  the  emergency 
regulations,  meanwhile  said  here 
there  had  been  no  deaths  in 
politically-related  violence  during 
the  24  hours  ending  6a.m.  Saturday. 

It  was  the  first  time  the  bureau  has 
made  such  a  report  since  the  declara¬ 
tion  of  a  state  of  emergency  on  June 
12.  It  says  54  people  have  died  since 
then,  mostly  in  clashes  between  rival 
biack  groups. 

The  new  security  laws,  which 
allow  the  authorities  to  detain  peo¬ 
ple  without  trial  for  up  to  six  months 
at  a  time  and  to  declare  any  part  of 
the  country  an  “unrest  area”  within 
which  they  have  wide  powers  of 
search  and  arrest,  were  adopted  by 
the  President's  Council,  normally  an 
advisory  body,  after  being  blocked 
in  parliament. 


The  parliamentary  blockage  of  the 
laws,  caused  by  the  refusal  of  the 
mixed-race  and  Indian  chambers  in 
the  assembly  to  ratify  them,  had 
prompted  the  government  to  declare 
the  state  of  emergency  June  12. 

Only  “isolated  and  minor  inci¬ 
dents"  had  occurred,  mainly  in  black 
townships  east  of  Johannesburg,  the 
bureau  said.

Doctors  and  patients  unite  behind  nurses

"We  can't  do  the  work  of  nurses. 
If  they  abandon  the  hospitals  for 
a  whole  day,  we  will  collapse,”  said 
Dr.  Yoav  Mattan  of  Hadassah 
Mount  Scopus’s  orthopedic  depart¬ 
ment.  Mattan  and  his  fellow  doctors 
were  struggling  to  cope  with  the 
admittedly  limited  hardships  caused 
by  last  Thursday's  nurses  walk-out. 
It  could  be  a  taste  of  far  worse  things 
to  come. 

Thursday's  walk-out.  which 
affected  virtually  all  of  the  country’s 
hospitals,  was  planned  to  create  as 
little  trouble  for  patients  as  possible. 
The  time  chosen  for  the  walk-out  - 
■  noon  to  3  p.m.  -  is  a  relatively  quiet 
one  in  the  hospitals.  Medication  and 
meals  were  distributed  to  patients 
earlier  than  usual.  Patients'  families 
were  told  to  come  to  the  hospitals 
and  stay  at  bedsides  should  their 
relatives  need  assistance.  Sherut 
Leumi  volunteers  and  clerical  staff 


were  transferred  to  the  wards. 
Nonetheless,  disruptions  in  hospital 
life  were  unavoidable.  Of  the  20 
operations  a  day  usually  carried  on 
Mounr  Scopus,  only  three,  the  most 
urgent  ones,  were  performed  on 
Thursday.  The  emergency  ward,  ex¬ 
empt  from  the  work  action,  grew 
increasingly  crowded  since  patients 
who  had  already  been  accepted  for 
hospitalization  could  not  be  transfer¬ 
red  to  other  departments. 

“Some  of  the  doctors  panicked, 
because  they  really  don’t  know  how 
to  do  a  nurse's  job,”  said  head  nurse 
Ahuva  Yust. 

The  walk-out  gave  the  nurses  an 
uncomfortable  feeling.  "I'm  sitting 
here  with  a  broken  heart,"  said  Vi¬ 
vian  La  vie,  head  nurse  of  the  hospit¬ 
al’s  children's  surgical  department. 
“But  the  truth  is  that  even  when  we 
are  not  striking,  the  acute  shortage 
Of  nurses  prevents  us  from  giving 
proper  treatment  to  the  patients.” 


Dr.  Opbra  Peleg,  who  works  in 
the  premature  babies  department, 
said  she  wholeheartedly  supported 
the  nurses’  struggle.  “What  you  see 
now  is  not  out  of  the  ordinary,”  she 
said  of  the  two  nurses  who  had  been 
permitted  by  the  union  to  stay  at 
their  posts  during  the  walk-our. 
“Even  on  normal  days  each  nurse 
here  does  the  work  of  three.” 

There  were  nine  babies  in  the 
ward  during  Thursday's  walk-out, 
including  newly  bom  triplets.  Each 
tiny  body  was  connected  to  a  maze  of 
highly  sophisticated  medical  equip¬ 
ment.  The  nurses  moved  rapidly, 
continually,  trying  to  keep  np  with 
each  baby's  needs. 

Said  Bernie,  a  nurse  from  Ireland 
who  has  been  in  the  hospital  for 
three  years:  “Generally,  the  atna- 
tion  is  terrible.  We  are  dreadfully 
understaffed."  Ahuva  Yust  added: 
“Society  has  to  decide  whether  it 
wants  to  keep  these  babies  alive.  If  it 
does,  then  there  have  to  be  more 


nurses. 

The  outpatient  climes  were  totally 
abandoned  daring  the  walk-out  as 
doctors  also  left,  claiming  that  with¬ 
out  the  nurses  they  could  not  accept 
patients. 

Doctors  and  patients  seemed  un¬ 
ited  in  supporting  the  nurses’  strug¬ 
gle.  Yosef  Horowitz,  a  patient  in  the 
internal  medicine  department, 
offered  a  solution:  ‘.The  government 
should  take  from  the  yeshivot  and 
give  to  the  nurses." 

One  of  the  doctors  in  the  depart¬ 
ment  sanntered  by,  wearing  a 
□arse's  cap.  Patients  and  staff  alike 
aSowed  themselves  a  moment  of 
amusement.  They  knew  the  nurses 
would  return  in  a  little  while.  But 
they  all  realized,  however,  that  if  the 
nurses  were  to  make  good  on  their 
threat  to  abandon  the  hospitals  com¬ 
pletely  next  week,  things  would  not 
be  at  all  funny.  “There  will  be  a 
catastrophe,"  said  a  doctor  in  the 
children’s  department.

“We 
won’t  sever  relations  with  Austria 
because  of  one  person.

WJC  steps  up  pressure  for  U.S.  ban

NEW  YORK.  -  The  World  Jewish 
Congress  has  released  a  new  docu¬ 
ment  allegedly  showing  that  Kurt 
Waldheim  received  a  report  during 
World  War  II  documenting  the  kill¬ 
ing  by  Nazi  forces  of  unarmed  Greek 
women  and  children. 

The  WJC  has  also  stepped  up  its 
pressure  on  Attorney-General 
Edwin  Meese  to  forbid  Waldheim's 
entry  in  the  U.S.  Refraining  from 
taking  that  action  would  amount  to 
“obstruction  of  justice",  the  WJC 
said. 

The  new  evidence  against  Wal¬ 
dheim,  which  was  found  by  WJC 
investigators  in  the  U.S.  National 
Archives,  is  a  Nazi  intelligence  re¬ 
port  received  by  Waldheim  which 


details  the  slaughterof  women  and 
children  by  German  troops,  the 
shooting  of  priests  and  teachers  and 
the  destruction  of  a  church  in

Righteous  Gentiles  complain  about  low  income

LOHAMEI  HAGETA’OT.  - 
Righteous  gentiles  whose  plight  had 
been  neglected  by  the  authorities  for 
many  years  say  that  the  recent  in-  - 
creases  in  state  benefits  for  them 
have  not  solved  all  their  social  and 
economic  problems. 

During  an  emotional  reception  for 
a  group  of  30  righteous  gentiles  held 
at  the  kibbutz  here  last  week,  Regina 
Dankoff,  whose  husband  Spiro ' 
helped  save  many  Jews  in  his  native 
Bulgaria  during  World  War  II,  com¬ 
plained  that  their  income  was  still 
not  enough  to  five  on.  The  couple 
which  had  received  only  NIS  134  a 


month  in  state'  benefits  until  the 
plight  of  tire  righteous  gentiles  was 
revealed  in  newspapers  and  on  tele¬ 
vision,  now  got  NIS  900,  she  said.  - 

Dankoff  said  her  husband  has 
been  ill  for  the  past  15  years  and 
needed  a  constant  supply  of  medi¬ 
cine,  which  they  could  barely  afford. 
What  hurt  even  more,  she  said,  was 
that  they  had  never  once  been  in¬ 
vited  to  any  ceremonies  relating  to 
the  Holocaust. 

The  30,  originating  from  Poland, 
Hungary,  Bulgaria,  Yugoslavia  and 
tire  -  Netherlands,  spent  two  days 
touring  various  parts  of  the  Galilee 
as  guests  of  the  kibbutz.  For  many  of . 


them  it  was^  their  first  visit  to  the 

area-  . 

At  tire  reception  last  week  they 
also  met  kibbutz  members,  many  of 
them  Holocaust  survivors. 

A  Polish  woman,  who  saved  a 
Jewish  child  during  the  war  and,  in 
the  1950s,  brought  him  to  Israel  to 
live,  ,  said  he  bad  recently  asked  her 
why  they  had  not  gone  to  the  U.S.  or 
Australia  where  life  would  have 
been  easier.  • 

“I  told  him  I  wanted  him  to  be  able 
to  five  a  fre^  fife  in  bis  homeland, 
where  he  would  not  be  the  victim  of 
anti-Semitism,  even  though  it.  had- 
meant  leaving  my  own  country  and 
family,  ”  she  said. 


NY  cardinal  calls  for  Palestinian  ‘homeland’

NEW  YORK.  -  Key  Jewish  leaders 
here  reacted  cautiously  to  a  call  by 
New  York’s  John  Cardinal  O’Con¬ 
nor  for  the  creation  of  a  "homeland’ 
for  the  Palestinians,  stressing  that 
they  consider  O’Connor  a  friend  of 
Israel  and  the  Jewish  people. 

But,  a  substantial  split  in  Jewish 
opinion  on  the  cardinal's  statement 
was  evident,  with  Rabbi  Marc, 
Tanenbaum,  international  affairs 
director  of  the  American  Jewish 
Committee,  expressing  substantial 
agreement  with  O'Connor’s  posi¬ 
tion. 

Nathan  Perlmutter,  national 
director  of  B’nai  B’rith’s  Anti- 
Defamation  League,  however, 
termed  O’Connor's  statement  “well 
intentioned,  but  not  constructive.” 

O’Connor,  who  gave  an  interview 
to  The  New  York  Times  after  arriv¬ 
ing  in  Rome  from  Beirut,  where  he 
spent  three  days  attempting  to  con¬ 
tact  with  American  hostages  there, 
warned  chat  by  keeping  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  Palestinians  in  refugee 
camps  “we  are  creating  a  monster." 

Stressing  chat  his  remarks  should 
not  be  seen  as  hostile  to  Israel  and 
that  he  would  “categorically  reject 
any  notion  that  the  Jewish  people 
are  not  entitled  to  a  homeland," 
O'Connor  nevertheless  said: 
“Somehow  a  homeland  has  to  be 
provided  for  the  Palestinian  people. 
It's  not  for  me  to  talk  about  state¬ 
hood  or  protocol  or  official  recogni¬ 
tion  or  whatever.  But  from  a  moral 
perspective,  these  people  have  to  be 
given  a  homeland.  Otherwise,  ev¬ 
erything  spills  over  into  every  area, 
and  that  has  to  result  in  a  very 
volatile  situation."

Elan  Steinberg,  executive  direc¬ 
tor  of  the  World  Jewish  Congress, 
said  that  “instead  of  making  this 
statement,  it  would  have  been  more 
appropriate  for  O’Connor  to  address 
the  issue  of  the  Vatican’s  non¬ 
recognition  of  Israel.  The  Palesti¬ 
nian  issue  is  a  legitimate  concern, 
but  to  play  a  useful  rolemhdpmg  (to 
resolve  the  Middle  East  conflict), 
the  Vatican  should  have  relations 
with  both  sides.” 

The  WJC  has  been  in  the  forefront 
of  efforts  to  convince  the  Vatican  to 
recognize  Israel.

IF  I  bad  seen  my  role  as  preparing 
you  for  sodety,  I  might  at  least  have, 
tried  to'  do  things  differently. 
Rather,  I  have  believed  that  the 
most  I  could  do  was  to  try  to  convey 
to  you  my  values  and,  by  my  exam¬ 
ple,  show  jtou  the  only  way  1  myself 
find  suitable  to  live.  You,  then,  will 
.  choose  your  own  way.  1  say  these 
things,  because  it  is  already  clear  to 
me  that  I  have  not  in  fact  succeeded 
in  preparing  you  for  the  sodety 
which  you  are  about  to  enter. 

In  this  sense,  I  may  well  have  done 
you  a  disservice.  For  I  have  prepared 
you  -  wittingly  or  unwittingly  -  for  a 
sodety  which  does  not  yet  exist,  or 
which  never  may;  but  I  have  built 
into  you,  I  think,  the  desire  and  the 
need  to  struggle  for  it,  to  continue 
my  struggle.  You  will  shortly  be  a 
woman  going  into  a  man’s  world  -  a 
world  which  men  believe  they  have 
built  and  one  which  they  do,  in  fact, 

-  ran.  It  is  built  on  their  values,  suited 
to  their  needs,  serves  their  interests 
and  offers  rewards  according  to  their 
standards. 

This  does  not  mean  that  you  will 
not  be  permitted  to  enter  this  world 
at  all,  but  it  will  have  to  be  on  their 
terms.  You  will  have  to  fight  the 
stereotypes  which,  even  as  drey  deal 
with  you  in  their  world ,  wd  lead  men 
to  see  you,  consciously  or  uncon- 
sdously,  as  intellectually  as  well  as 
physically  inferior,  “soft,”  malle¬ 
able,  weak,  perhaps  indecisive,  a  sex 
object  and/or  at  best  suited  to  tend¬ 
ing  the  children  and  the  house.  Even 
as  they  work  with  you,  possibly  for 
you,  they  will  see  not  yon,  but  your 
sex.  And  your  outward  appearance 
and  manner  will  probably  determine 
whether  they  see  you  as  a  sex  object 
or  as  a  mother  figure. 

This  may  well  be  unconscious,  but 
it  is  inevitable .  And  the  result  will  be 
that,  in  either  case,  you  will  have  to 
prove  yourself  to  be  something  else 
or  something  more.  Aware  of  your 
“weakness”  or  disadvantages,  they 
may  “help”  you  by  not  giving  you 
too  much  responsibility  or  recom¬ 
mending  you  for  bigger  jobs  or 
“burdening”  yon  with  leadership 
positions  or  even  full-time  work.  On 
the  other  hand,  there  may  be  some,  a 
few,  who  will  recognize  your  aspira¬ 
tion  for  equality  and  accord  these 
things,  bat  without  any  regard  for 
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the  dual  role  that  you  do  in  fact  have 
to  play  as  a  mother  and  as  a  profes¬ 
sional;  the  hours  you  have  to  keep  (I 
wonder  if  men  know  the  difficulties 
of  a  meeting  called  for  6  p.m.);  the 
additional  dudes  you  have  to  fulfil. 

IN  NEITHER  case  will  you  be  on  an 
equal  footing  with  men;  in  either 
case  you  will  have  to  prove  yourself. 
You  will  have  to  achieve  more,  do 
more,  succeed  more  -  just  to  be 
considered  equal.  And  you  will  have 
to  do  this  not  only  in  conditions, 
hours,  demands  Suited  for  men,  but 
you  will  have  to  this  while  fulfill¬ 
ing  your  role  as  a  mother  (to  children 
whose  school  day  ends  at  12  or  1, 
whose  illnesses  keep  you  at  home, 
whose  after  school  activities  are  scat¬ 
tered  all  over  the  city,  etc.,  etc.). 

But  all  of  these,  and  much  more, 
are  just  the  objective  and  subjective 
difficulties  you  will  have  to  face  and. 
tilce  every  other  woman,  choose  to 
overcome  or  give  in.  My  real  con¬ 
cern  for  you  is  that  -  while  you  may 
or  may  not  be  aware  of  these  difficul¬ 
ties  -  you  do  not  accept  them.  And 
this  is  where  I  may  have  prepared 
you  for  the  society  which  does  not 
exist. 

I  SEE  in  you  already  a  young  woman 
who  believes  without  question  or 
doubt  that  a  woman  has  exactly  the 
same  right  as  a  man  to  fulfil  herself 
professionally,  to  realize  her  poten¬ 
tial.  I  see  in  you  already  the  belief 
that  man  and  wife  together  work  to 
meet  the  responsibibties  of  the 
home,  to  bring  in  the  income,  to  do 
the  shopping,  to  do  the  cooking,  to 
take  care  of  the  children.  I  see  in  you 
already  the  absolute  conviction  that 
man  and  wife  Together  make  the 
decisions,  each  with  his  or  her  own 
need  and  desires,  both  with  full 
equality  and  responsibility.  It  would 
no  more  occur  to  you  that  a  woman 
should  “serve”  the  male  members  of 
her  family  than  it  would  that  the  man 
alone  should  be  forced  to  be  the  sole 
source  of  income.  For  you  it  is  an 
absurdity  for  a  woman  to  be  depen¬ 
dent  upon  her  husband  to  “grant”  a 
divorce,  and  it  is  quite  incompre¬ 
hensible  in  your  eyes  that  a  woman 
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should  not  be  able  to  deride  to  have  * 
a  child,  or  not.  And  for  you.  a  man 
who  beats  his  wife  is  an  aberration  to  g 
be  locked  up  in  prison.  But  then  for  " 
you.  a  man  who  has  any  rule  “over” 
his  wife  is  an  anomaly  -  as  is  the 
opposite. 

You  are  right  to  think  this  way. 
these  beliefs  are  sane  and  rational. 
They  are  my  beliefs  and  those  of 
your  father.  But  they  are  not  the  £ 
beliefs  of  society.  I  am  not  sure  they  £ 
are  the  beliefs  of  your  generation, 
much  less  mine,  nor  even  of  all  your 
friends. 

HOW  THEN  will  you  live  with  these 
beliefs  in  the  equality  of  men  and 
women  (and  of  all  people),  of  the 
basic  rights  of  women  (and  all  hu¬ 
man  beings)?  I  would  not  have  you 
any  other  way.  but  I  know  that  I, 
together  with  your  father,  have 
accorded  you  values,  ideas  and  ex¬ 
pectations  which  are  going  to  place 
you  in  conflict  with  society  and  many 
of  your  peers.  We  have  limited  your 
options  for  a  man  with  whom  to 
share  your  life;  for  you  will  not  even 
be  able  to  cope  with  this  conflict  if 
you  choose  to  marry  a  mate  without 
the  same  convictions.  Yet  I  am  not 
really  sorry  that  I  have  done  you  this 
disservice." 

There  will  be  difficulties,  but  you 
will  be  you.  You  will  not  be  an 
appendage  to  someone  else,  you  will 
not  live  "only  for  others.  Fulfilling 
yourself,  as  men  feel  they  have  the 
fight  to  do.  you  will  have  more  to 
offer.  Finding  value  in  yourself,  you 
will  be  able  to  find  value  in  others. 

And  most  important,  you  will  not 
wake  up  one  day  at  the  age  of  45  or 
50  and  find  that  you  have  lived  for 
everyone  but  yourself,  that  your 
children  are  grown  and  you  have 
nothing  to  do.  your  husband  is  suc¬ 
cessful  and  respected,  and  no  one  is 
sure  just  what  you  do  for  a  living. 

Rather,  you  will  live  your  life,  as 
an  equal,  with  your  husband,  your 
children,  your  colleagues.  You  will 
demonstrate  that  50  per  cent  of 
humanity  was  not  bora  merely  to 
serve  the  other  50  per  cent;  but  to 
live  just  as  fully  and  contribute  just 
as  equally  -  if  not  more .

.  Dr.  Emanuel  Clrigier,  head  of 
medical  services  for  Youth  Aliya, 
thinks  every  Israeli  child  Should  get 
health  education.  “It’s  as  important 
as  education-  for  democracy  and 
other  values,  and  as  a  doctor,  I  dare 
to  think  that  maybe  it's  as  important 
as  history  and  geography,”  he  said.

Smoking  or  serv¬ 
ing  your  guests  cream  cakes  are 
social  phenomena  and  you  have  to 
ose  social  means  to  change  them.  ”

glad  to  be  able  to  provide  it  at  least  to 
Ethiopian  immigrants  who  perhaps 
need  it  even  more  than  other  Israeli 
youngsters.  ‘They  wonder  how  put¬ 
ting  a  pfll  into  their  mouth  can  help 
cure  a  swollen,  aching  foot.. .No, 
they  don't- askr  they  don’t  want  to 
show  their  ignorance.  However,  the 
first  step  innoiir  programme  is  an 
anthropological  study  of  their  health 
beliefs  and  practices  and,  from 
things  they  say  during  discussions 
with  our  anthropological  team,  we 
see  what  questions  concern  them. 
They  don't  realize,  for  instance,  that 
the  pills  disintegrate  after  they  swal- 
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low  them,  and  sometimes  fear  that  if 
they  continue  to  take  them,  the  pills 
will  become  a  huge  njass  which,  will 
threaten  their  bodies.^ 


AFTER  the  anthropological  team  - 
a  professional  anthropologist 
assisted  by  two  Ethiopian  immig¬ 
rants  in  their  20s  who  have  been  here 
for  eight  years  -  completes  their 
research,  the  next  step  is  to  develop 
a  curriculum.  “If  we  want  to  explain 


why  they  should  continue  to  take 
antibiotics  for  as  long  as  the  doctor 
ordered  even  if  they  feel  fine  sooner, 
we  can’t  talk  about  bacteria  multi¬ 
plying  because  they  don’t  have  the 
basis  for  understanding  those  con¬ 
cepts.  So  we  develop  examples  clos- 
verto  theirexperiencerForexample, " 
we  talk  about  a  war  in  which  your 
soldiers  have  defeated  the  enemy 
but  have  not  finished  a  mopping  up 
operation  to  deal  with  any  remaining 
pockets  of  resistance.  If  you  send 
your  soldiers  home  too  soon,  the  one 
or  two  enemy  soldiers  soil  hiding  in 
the  jungle  can  go  get  reinforcements 


and  come  back  and  beat  you.” 

Started  just  a  few  months  ago  and 
expected  to  last  at  least  two  years, 
the  programme  will  concentrate  on 
dental,  general  and  mental  health. 
One  mental  health  issue  considered 
particularly  relevant  to  these 
youngsters  is  how  to  be  alone  with¬ 
out  being  lonely,  since  many  do  not 
have  families. 

Tbrworic  witirgjjis  from  Ethiopia 
on  developing  the  ability  to  make  tbeir 
own  decisions  and  to  control  their 
own  destiny  was  chosen  as  the  prog¬ 
ramme’s  starting  point  because  the 
story  of  the  girl  who  doesn’t  find  her 
relatives  at  home  is  not  entirely 
fictional.  ‘‘In  Ethiopia,  these  girls 
had  no  adolescence.”  Dr.  Chigier 


explained.  “By  eight  or  10.  they 
were  helping  their  mothers  on  the 
farm  or  in  the  house  and  by  14  they 
were  married  and  taking  orders  from 
their  husbands  and  in-laws.  Here, 
faced  with  a  new  culture  and  with  the 
need  to  make  independent  deri¬ 
sions,  they  are  easily  exploited  be¬ 
cause  they  don’t  know  how  to  cope." 

In  discussing  the  story  of  the  girl 
faced  with  the  advances  of  the  young 
man.  the  girls  are  asked  to  think  of 
alternatives.  Perhaps  the  girl  should 
have  screamed,  or  tried  to  run  away, 
or  not  accepted  the  man’s  invitation 
in  the  first  place. 

The  programme  will  involve  the 
2.500  youngsters  aged  12  to  1 8  cur¬ 
rently  in  Youth  Aliya  institutions. 
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SHE  QUIT  high  school  and  is  not 
working.  She  may  help  ber'mother 
care  for  the  yom^r  children  in  the 
family,  or  perhaps  she  wanders' 
around  aihtfeysly.  Now  it’s  tiaie  for 
her  to  gomtathe  army.  Will  the 
army  even  accept  her? 

The  answer  might  well  be  no,  but 
it  has  been  yes  for  about  850  girls 
over  the  past  eight  years  who  have 
participated  .in _  a  pre-army  training 
programme  initiated  by  Bank 
Lennri’s'Aimiversaiy  Fond  and  also . 
sponsored  by-Wizo  and  the  Ministry 
crif  Labour  and  Social  Affairs.

Nothing  would  silence  her,  however, 
though  she  added  that  as  the  year 
went  on  the  giiis  became  more 
friendly,  thanks  in  no  small  measure 
to  the  social  workers  who  work 
closely  with  file  project. 

THE  SOCIAL  WORKERS,  Wizo 
employees  paid  by  the  Ministry  of 
labour  and  Social  Affairs,  are  there 
to  handle  those  problems  which  are 
not  part  of  the  teachers’  job.  “These 
are  girls  who  have  problems  adjust¬ 
ing  to  discipline  and  limits,”  Sarah, 
one  of  the  social  workers,  explained. 
“Particularly  if  it  has  been  a  while 
since  they’ve  been  in  school,  and  if 
-school  was  a  place  where  they  ex¬ 
perienced  only  failure.  They  have  to 
learn  to  accept  authority,  to  come  to 
school  on  time,  to  do  the  work  and  to 
develop  attitudes  which  will  enable 
them  to  succeed in  the  army,  which  is 
a  very  demanding  situation  for 
them." 

Some  of  Rivka’s  comments  illus¬ 
trated  the  results.  “In  file  army,  you 
have  to  take  orders,  but  that’s  better 
than  getting  pnt  in  an  army  prison. 
Some  giris  think  that  if  they  make 
trouble  they'll  get  what  they  want, 
but  I  think  that’s  the  wrong  attitude, 
because  coming  back  to  your  base 
from  jail  isno  ran.”  Rivka  also  bad 
a  suggestion  -  that  boys  be  included 
in  the  course.

AN  OPEN  LETTER  to  the  delegates  to  the  Jewish  agency  assembly 

Less  than  a  thousand  adults  inhabit  the  vast  Southern  Negev  -  Arava  region  of  Israel,  in  the  settlements 
Yahel,  Shlzafon,  Neve  Harif,  Lotan,  Ketura,  Grofit,  Yotvata,  Samar,  Elipaz,  and  Eliot. 

Grand  visions  tend  to  be  forgotten  when  a  nation  tightens  its  belt.  The  Southern  Negev,  furthest,  emptiest, 
and  most  easily  forgotten,  is  populated  by  those  who  took  Ben-Gurion’s  grand  vision  to  heart.  Young 
Israelis  and  Americans  who  turned  their  backs  on  ‘the  good  life,'  and  opted  to  make  their  homes  in  the 
desert. 

Optimistic  conceptions  of  agricultural  export  success  proved  to  be  wishful  thinking,  but  a  native  strategy  is 
at  work  in  several  areas  of  endeavour  as  a  base  for  the  future.  Precisely  now,  the  Jewish  Agency  must 
respond  with  its  share.  Sadly,  having  for  decades  related  to  the  Southern  Negev  almost  as  an  afterthought, 
the  Jewish  Agency  now  responds  with  budget  cutbacks. 

On©  settlement  is  just  barely  on  its  feet  economically,  four  more  are  buried  in  debts  after  a  decade  of  agricultural 
illusions,  four  more  are  underway  on  paper  only.  For  them,  the  Agency  cutback  is  fact  and  a  guarantee  of  stagnation  to 
come. 

A  national  policy  for  development  and  redistribution  of  water  in  the  Southern  Negev  has  been  shaped.  Settlements  with 
‘better’  water  have  agreed  to  share  with  others,  or  swap  for  more  saline  water.  The  Jewish  Agency  is  not  against  the 
project  but  since  1 583  has  only  informed  the  settlers  that  they  should  wart  in  patience. 

Following  Agency-sponsored  planting  of  many  thousands  t>f  date  palms  in  the  past  decade,  a  modem  regional 
cooperative  processing  plant  was  recently  established.  Over  a  million  dollars  of  short-term  commercial  debt  was 
incurred  by  the  settlers  in  lieu  of  promised  Agency  participation.  The  Jewish  Agency  is  in  favour  of  the  project  but  20 

months  of  research  has  yet  to  yield  the  Agency’s  position  paper  on  the  issue.

A  dream  to  grow  denizens  of  the  tropical  seas  in  cages  and  integrated  pools  in  the  Gulf  of  Eilat,  for  sale  to  high  price 
markets  throughout  the  world,  has  moved  from  research  to  pilot  plant  implementation.  Encouraged  by  the  Agency,  the 
Southern  Negev  settlements  have  laboured  and  provided  seed  money  to  continue  R  &  D.  The  Agency  recognizes  its  role 
in  principle,  but  in  practice  there  is  more  short-term  commercial  debt  for  the  sponsoring  settlements.

Unemployment  troubles 
Spam’s  robust  economy 


MADRID  (AFP).  -  The  decidedly 
non-socialist  economic  policy  ot 
Spain’s  ruling  Socialist  Party  comes 
op  for  public  approval  today,  as 
Spanish  voters  go  to  the  polls  to  elect 

a  new  parliament. 

Faced  with  the  task  of  preparing 
the  Spanish  economy  for  entry  into 
the  European  Economic  Commun¬ 
ity  last  January  1.  the  Socialists  ap¬ 
plied  a  tough  programme  aimed  at 
dimming  inflation  and  fighting  un¬ 
employment.  In  their  four  years  in 
office,  they  have  largely  succeeded 

a  the  first  but  failed  in  the  second. 

On  the  whole,  however,  the  Spanish 
economy  has  been  doing  well. 

Inflation  has  been  cut  from  a  14 
per  cent  annual  rate  in  1982  to  just  8 
per  cent  last  year.  Nonetheje^.  m- 
Kation  in  Spain  is  well  ahead  of  that 
in  other  EEC  countries,  and  analysts 
sav  last  year’s  low  inflation  rate  in 
Spain  was  largely  due  to  external 

factors.  _  , 

Like  Israel,  Spain  has  benefited 
from  plummeting  petroleum  prices, 
a  weaker  U.S.  dollar  and  lower  in¬ 
terest  rates. 

Meanwhile,  although  the  number 
of  iobs  available  increased  m  the 
second  half  of  1985  -  ending  several 
years  of  decline  -  the  unemployment 
rate  remains  high.  Some  12  per  cent 
of  the  work-force,  or  2.9  million 
Spaniards,  are  seeking  work, 
according  to  the  Organization  for 
Economic  Cooperation  and  De¬ 
velopment. 

The  Socialists  had  promised  in 
their  1982  campaign  to  create 
800  000  new  jobs.  But  their  indust¬ 
rial  reform  programme,  which  was 
needed  to  get  Spain’s  economy  in 
shape  for  EEC  membership,  re¬ 
quired  far-reaching  personnel  cuts  in 
such  key  sectors  as  steel,  shipbuild¬ 
ing  and  textiles. 

The  industrial  reform  programme 
seems  to  have  fared  well  in  other 


respects,  judging  by  last  year’s  in¬ 
crease  in  private-sector  investment, 
after  years  of  decline. 

Another  encouraging  sign  is  ^al 
the  accent  now  is  on  technical  adv¬ 
ance  rather  than  structural  improve¬ 
ment.  Many  Spanish  firms  have  link¬ 
ed  with  foreign  computer  and  elec¬ 
tronics  groups  such  as  ATT ,  Fujitsu 
and  Philips.  Some  analysts  say  that 
Spain,  unable  to  form  its  own  multi¬ 
nationals,  is  being  multinational- 
ized. 

In  the  past  three  years  foreign 
companies  have  been  investing  in 
Spain  at  an  unprecedented  rate. 

The  result  of  industrial  reform  and 
foreign  investment  has  been  to  kill 
off  inefficient  industries,  such  as  the 
Seat  Motor  company,  the  Valencia 
steelworks  and  the  shipyards,  while 
fnrward-loolcing  industries,  such  as 
Telefonica,  have  been  strengthened 
through  international  links. 

Undeniably,  the  Socialists  have 
reinvigorated  the  nation’s  economy. 

Total  domestic*  demand  rose  by 
2.5  per  cent  last  year,  the  gross 
domestic  product,  which  rose  by  1.2 
per  cent  in  1982,  increased  2  per  cent 
in  1984  and  1985,  and  could  improve 
by  about  3  per  cent  this  year. 

The  current  account  last  year 
showed  a  surplus  of  1.7  per  cent  of 
GDP,  or  $2.8  billion,  against  a  $2.4 
billion  deficit  in  1982.  The  trade 
deficit  was  reduced  to  $4  billion  last 
year  from  $92  billion  at  the  end  of 
1982. 

Nonetheless  there  remains  a 
heavy  public-sector  debt  equal  to  4.5 
or  5  per  cent  of  GDP  for  this  year, 
and  this  is  hampering  recovery. 

Spain  has  improved  unemploy¬ 
ment  coverage  and  the  40-hour 
week.  But  it  is  widely  felt  that  the 
recovery  is  being  achieved  at  too 
high  a  social  cost.  As  many  see  it, 
wage  earners  have  been  provisional¬ 
ly  sacrificed  on  the  altar  of  the  EEC . 


The  huge  American  market  for 
consumer  goods  holds  a  great  deal  of 
attraction  for  Israeli  exporters,  as 
evidenced  by  the  growing  share  ot- 
merchandise  exports  from  Israel  to 
die  U.S.  According  to  the  Bank  of 
Israel,  some  29  per  cent  of  all  mer- 
chanefise  exports  went  to  the  U.b, 
last  year,  compared  with  just  13  per 
cent  six  years  ago.  . 

But  the  very  size  of  the  American 
markets  poses  serious  problems  for 
even  the  largest  Israeli  concerns, 
which  are  small  by  U.S.  standards.

MEXICO  CITY  (Renter).  -  The 
coaches  of  quarter-final  rivals 
Argentina  and  England  agree  that 
the  World  Cup  has  nothing  to  do 
with  the  Falklands  -  but  tbeir  fens 
are  unlikely  to  allow  them  to  forget 
their  countries’  1982  conflict. 

Argentine  coach  Carlos  Bilardo 
wrote  in  a  newspaper  column  for  a 
Buenos  Aires  daily  that  he  had  been 
asked  about  tonight's  England 
match  as  a  symbolic  extension  of  the 
dispute  over  sovereignty  of  the 
South  Atlantic  islands. 

“We  have  come  here  to  play  soc¬ 
cer  and  nothing  else,”  he  said.  “If  we 
win  or  lose  it  will  not  change  any¬ 
thing  about  what  happened  in  toe 
Malvinas.” 

Large  banners  with  the  slogan 
“The  Falklands  are  Argentine"  have 

Sat  aD  of  Argentina's  games 
1  far.  And  at  Wednesday's 
natch ,  the  fans  were  shout- 
ing  jingrastic  slogans  referring  to  the 
conflict. 

But  England  coach  Bobby  Rob¬ 
son  brushed  aside  a  politically- 
loaded  question  by  an  Argentine 
reporter  after  England  bad  qualified 
for  today's  match  in  toe  Aztec  Sta¬ 
dium  by  beating  Paraguay. 

“I'm  a  football  manager  and  not  a 
politician,  so  don't  ask  me  those 
kinds  of  questions,”  Robson  said. 

Bilardo,  in  his  column  in  the  La 
Nation  newspaper,  showed  under¬ 


standing  for  those  mixing  sport  with 
national  emotions. 

“If  the  English  are  our  rivals,  I  will 
understand  those  who  will  watch  the 
match  with  intensity  as  they  have  not 
forgotten  the  1982  war.”  he  said.

Denmark’s  soccer  federation 
paid  all  the  expenses  in  Mexico  for 
the  wives  and  girlfriends  of  the  Dan¬ 
ish  players. 

“I  think  it  is  imporant."  said  Dan¬ 
ish  coach  Sepp  Piontek.  "The  play¬ 
ers  have  been  together  for  more  than 
four  weeks  now  and  many  of  them 
are  not  used  to  it." 

Argentina  does  not  allow  players’ 
wives  to  accompany  them  to  the 
tournament,  nor  does  the  Soviet 
Union,  which  also  does  not  permit 
its  players  to  go  out  at  night. 

All  the  married  Paraguayans 
brought  their  wives  to  Mexico.  The 
wives  and  girlfriends  of  the  French 
players  arrived  last  Sunday,  and  toe 
Belgian  soccer  federation  invited  the 
Wives  and  girlfriends  of  players  to 
Mexico  for  two  weeks. 

Mexico’s  players  can  visit  their 
wives,  and  two" wives  and  two  girl¬ 
friends  of  West  German  players  also 
have  made  toe  trip. 

In  each  case  the  women  slay  in 
different  hotels  or  different  rooms 
from  the  players,  and  most  coaches, 
like  Belgian  coach  Guy  Thys.  have 
strictly  limited  the  visiting  hours.

training,  for  impromptu  visits  at 
night  in  Mexico  City  where  the 
women  are  staying. 

"Any  player  who  takes  a  cab  to 
Mexico  City  should  also  order  a 
plane  ticket  home,  and  he  will  be 
paying  for  the  ticket  himself,"  Thys 
warned  his  players. 

Some  players,  like  West  German 
goalkeeper  Haraid  Schumacher, 
who  is  known  as  a  dedicated  family 
man,  chose  not  to  bring  their  wives 
for  personal  reasons.  Schumacher 
said  that  having  his  family  in  Mexico 
would  be  a  distraction. 

But  West  German  striker  Karl- 
Heinz  Rummenigge  not  only 
brought  his  wife  but  their  three  small 
children  as  well,  putting  them  up  at  a 
hotel  near  the  team's  resort  head¬ 
quarters  outside  Queretaro. 

Rummenigge  admitted  however 
that  between  practice  and  visits  to 
the  team  doctor  for  therapy  on  his 
injured  knee,  he  had  precious  little 
time  to  see  his  family  during  the  first 
round.

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A  bank  above  the  law 


THE  CHAIRMAN  and  managing  director  of  the  Israel 
Discount  Bank,  Raphael  Racanati,  and  its  board  of  directors 
have  decided  that  they  are  above  the  law.  In  the  most  brazen 
violation  yet  of  the  rule  of  law,  they  decided  to  reject  the 
unequivocal  recommendation  of  the  Bejski  Commission  of 
Inquiry  that  Mr.  Recanati  resign,  despite  the  fact  that  the  heads 
of  the  other  three  major  banks  have  done  so  before  him. 

After  hedging  during  the  entire  60-day  period  granted  by  the 
Bejski  Commission  to  the  banks  to  accept  the  resignation  of 
their  top  officers  or  to  fire  them ,  the  Discount  Bank  announced 
its  flagrant  defiance  of  the  commission’s  recommendation, 
putting  the  ball  squarely  into  the  court  of  the  Bank  of  Israel  and 
of  the  government. 

Going  public  for  the  first  time  Friday  night,  Mr.  Recanati 
echoed  the  statement  of  his  board  of  directors  that  he  was 
indispensable  to  the  bank,  which  was  started  51  years  ago  by  his 
father  as  a  family  business.  To  him,  as  the  present  head  of  the 
Recanati  family,  his  honour  is  apparently  more  important  than 
the  rule  of  law.  He  could  not  accept  the  Bejski  Commission's 
decision  to  disqualify  him  for  life  from  being  a  banker  without 
the  right  of  appeal. 

That,  indeed,  is  the  same  dilemma  which  faced  the  heads  of 
the  other  three  major  banks  and  is  probably  the  most  con¬ 
troversial  decision  of  the  Bejski  Commission.  But  Mr.  Giora 
Gazit  of  Bank  Hapoalim.  Mr.  Aharon  Meir  of  Bank  Mizrahi 
and  Mr.  Ernest  Japhet  of  Bank  Leurai,  found  this  ruling  just  as 
painful,  if  not  more,  and  resigned  nevertheless. 

In  its  official  statement,  the  Discount  Bank  states,  in 
conclusion,  that  Mr.  Recanati 's  '‘qualifications,  experience  and 
extensive  contacts  with  banking  and  business  circles  in  Israel 
and  abroad  are  a  great  asset  to  the  group  which  should  not  be 
disposed  of."  That  certainly  applies  to  the  other  three  banks' 
heads  who  resigned,  and  particularly  to  Mr.  Japhet,  whose 
absence  from  the  banking  business  will  be  sorely  missed  both 
here  and  abroad.  But  the  same  rule  does  not  apply  to  the 
Discount  Bank. 

Mr.  Recanati  admitted  in  his  television  interview  that  the 
Discount  Bank  was.  indeed,  a  public  bank  under  private 
management.  But,  in  a  strange  comparison,  he  put  the 
Recanati  family  on  the  same  footing  with  the  Histadmt’s 
Hevrat  Ha’Ovdim.  the  holding  company  of  Bank  Hapoalim, 
and  with  the  Mizrahi  movement  and  the  Jewish  Agency  which 
are  the  holding  companies  of  Bank  Mizrahi  and  Bank  Leumi 
respectively.  He  failed  to  admit,  though,  that  since  the  October 


1983  bank  shares  crash,  the  Discount  Bank,  just  as  the  other 
three  banks,  is  on  the  way  to  effective  control  by  the  govern¬ 
ment. 

One  must  question  the  role  of  the  four  representatives  of  the 
public  on  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Discount  Bank  who  until 
last  night  have  failed  to  announce  their  reservation  from  the 
board’s  defiant  derision.  The  only  course  of  action  open  to 
them  now  seems  to  be  to  resign  from  the  board,  lest  they  remain 
identified  with  defying  the  law. 

The  new  governor  of  the  Bank  of  Israel,  Prof.  Michael 
Bruno,  is  known  to  be  determined  to  bring  about  the  dismissal 
of  Mr.  Recanati.  But.  in  order  to  avoid  lengthy  legal  tangles,  it 
may  be  necessary  to  amend  the  Bank  Ordinance’s  clause  II  to 
include  defiance  of  the  Bejski  Commission's  recommendations 
as  making  a  person  not  eligible  to  take  part  in  management  of 
banking  corporations.  Such  an  amendment  has  been  tabled  in 
the  Knesset  as  a  private  member’s  bill  and  ought  to  be  legislated 
without  delay. 

It  is  a  sad  reflection  on  the  proud  tradition  of  the  Recanati 
family  that  its  present  head  should  have  decided  to  become  the 
first  public  figure  in  Israel  to  refuse  to  abide  by  the  decision  of  a 
judicial  commission  of  inquiry.  Rather  than  acting  for  the  good 
of  the  Discount  Bank,  as  its  head  and  its  board  claim,  they  may 
have  precipitated  other  solutions  which  may  affect  its  future 
independence.

PRIME  MINISTER  PERES 
brought  an  apt  quote  in  his  speech  to 
the  Knesset  last  week  on  the  growing 
tensions  between  the  religions  and 
the  secular.  It  was  from  Rabbi  Harii- 
na  in  the  Ethics  of  the  Fathers,  who 
said:  “Pray  for  the  welfare  of  the 
government,  since  but  for  the  fear 
thereof  men  would  swallow  each 
other  alive." 

Peres  may  not  have  been  aware  of 
how  seif-incriminating  that  particu¬ 
lar  citation  was  in  the  context  of  die 
debate  over  religious-secular  ten¬ 
sions.  For  there  can  be  little  doubt 
that  the  major  cause  for  the  recent 
escalation  in  our  "religious  wars” 
has  been  weak  government,  with  the 
one  Peres  currently  heads  being  only 
the  last  in  a  bug  line  of  weak  govern¬ 
ments  stretching  back  at  least  a  de¬ 
cade  and  a  half.  The  men  who  would 
swallow  each  other  alive  have  had  no 
need  to  fear  government  and  law  for 
some  time  now. 

The  torching  of  bus  shelters  by 
ultra-Orthodox  haredi  zealots,  be¬ 
ginning  in  Jerusalem  and  lately 
spreading  to  many  other  parts  of  the 
country,  has  been  going  on  for  the 
better  part  of  a  half  a  year.  The 
escalation  from  what  began  as  iso¬ 
lated  criminal  acts  to  a  widespread 
epidemic  was  made  possible  by  the 
failure  of  the  police  to  do  anything 
about  the  early  incidents. 

In  this  regard,  the  force  for 
which  Police  Minister  Haim  Bar- 
Lev  is  responsible  behaved 
exactly  as  it  did  daring  the 
long  years  when  similar  bands  of 
haredi  zealots  were  throwing  rocks 
at  Sabbath  traffic  on  the  Ramot 
Road.  Then  die  polioe  were  under  the 
political  command  of  former  interior 
minister  Yosef  Burg  of  the  National 
Religious  Party.  The  police  then  did 
next  to  nothing  to  put  gi 
stop  to  such  haredi  depredations. 
And  they  did  next  to  nothing  in  so 
many  such  cases  that  an  unavoidable 
conclusion  was  that  they  were  under 
strict  political  orders  to  do  nothing.

Is  another  ongoing  case,  the 
police  seem  to  be  at  the  breaking 
point  after  months  upon  months  of 
being  called  out  in  force  to  witness 
and  in  effect  do  nothing  about,  the 
illegal  demonstrations  led  by  Petah 
Tikva’s  Chief  Rabbi  Solomon 
against  the  functioning  of  the  HechaJ 
Cinema  on  Sabbath  eves.  One  can 
only  commiserate  with  the  poor 
policemen  who  have  been  consigned 
by  their  political  overlords  to  these 
Sisyphean  labours  rather  than  to  be 
part  of  an  effective  application  of  the 
law  under  which  the  law-breaking 
demonstrators  would  be  prosecuted. 
ONE  COULD  go  on  with  a  long  list 
of  such  haredi  violence  and  aggres- 
sivenes  of  recent  years,  which  were 
conducted  with  growing  imparity,  as 
it  became  clear  that  pussy-footing 
prime  ministers  and  governments 
bad  no  intention  of  making  trouble 
for  the  haredim,  no  matter  to  what 
lengths  they  went.

the  fringes  of  haredi  neighbourhoods 
in  Jerusalem... To  all  these  the  reac¬ 
tions  of  the  authorities  was  "hands 
off.”
